Villages in north DuPage County emerged from a transi­ 
tional year in 1968 only to find themselves faced with another 
transitional year which will eventually transform them into min­ 
iature cities in the 1970s. 
Bensenville, Wood Dale, Itasca, Roselle, and Bloomingdale 
have all been on the verge and/or in the process of changes 
which will noticeably affect their futures. 
All of these municipalities are reaching out for new land, 
primarily industrial, to broaden their tax base. And those that 
have not struck upon industrial parks are proceeding to attract 
large apartment complexes. 
SEVERAL CASES in point stand out from Bensenville to 
Bloomingdale. 
In Bensenville, a 500-acre industrial complex is planned 
north of the village to go along with the 87-acre Klefstad Indus­ 
trial Park currently being developed there. 
Another 50 acres were annexed last fall for limited manufac­ 
turing and an additional 23 acres are under consideration. 
Wood Dale is considering a 215-acre annexation of the Addi- 
son-Brookwood Country Club which would include high-rise 
apartment buildings on about 70-acres. 
When fully completed it would add more than 10,000 persons 
to the population. 


Also raising much discussion is a 208-acre tract north of the 
village which Elk Grove Village is seeking to annex for heavy 


industry. 
Itasca is blessed with a 350-acre Central Manuacturing Dis­ 
trict (CMD) on the west. In addition, the village is studying the 
annexation of 60 acres of the Salt Creek Country Club. 


IN ROSELLE, A pre-annexation agreement for over 1,000 
acres has been made for land west of the village. It would be 
used for light manufacturing. 
Bloomingdale is perhaps the leader when it comes to annex­ 
ations and apartments. 
Presently under consideration is a 477-acre home-apartment- 
condominium complex by Hoffman-Rosner Corp. Another 104 
acres has been proposed by the Branigar Organization for single­ 
family homes, apartments, and a resort-recreation complex. 
One can conclude that these industrial and residential annex­ 
ations will eventually blend, but not easily. 
The communities will have to face a vast influx of people 
that may be staggering to some communities having difficulty in 
meeting current needs. 
Because of new annexations, all communities will grow, in­ 
cluding Bensenville with its present 12,500 population. Wood Dale 
with 7,800, Itasca with 4,800, Roselle with 7,000, and Bloom­ 
ingdale with 2,700. 


THE INCREASE IN population caused by new developments, 
however, does not mean that workers attracted by industrial 
parks will live in the communities in which they work. 
If they commute from other towns outside of north DuPage 
County, as seem s to be the trend, their automobiles will add to 
the congestion of the many two-lane roads which dot the area. 
New roads and parking facilities will be needed in all the 
villages, especially those which cater to the commuters using the 


Milwaukee Road Ry. 
Residents’ demands for increased services and facilities in 
the form of roads, shopping centers, parks, schools, garbage 
pickup, and police and fire protection will tend to offset at least 
partially the benefits of industry and residential developments. 
POLICE PROTECTION, one of the most expensive items in 
the budget of a small community, will have to be stepped up 
simply because of the increased population and 
industrial 
growth. 
Fire departments will require additional men, maybe even 
going to full time forces on duty around the clock instead of the 
present arrangement of volunteers. 
More firefighting apparatus will also be needed with the 
addition of more buildings and highrises. 
The impact of the annexations will not be sudden. However, 
the problems that accompany them will begin to be felt in 1969, 
more than in the past.

With Illinois facing an esti­ 
mated $175 million deficit by 
June 30, and nearly $2 billion 
increased requests for the next 
two years, the lawmakers may 
be forced to raise the sales tax 
as the only immediate way of j 
obtaining revenue. 
An increase to six cents would 


give Illinois the highest sales 
tax in the nation, except for 
Pennsylvania which also has 6 
per cent sales tax. 
According to the Department 
of Finance, state agencies have 
requested $6.3 billion for the 
next two years, compared with 
the $4.5 billion appropriated for 
the current biennium. If federal 
aid is increased from the cur­ 
rent $1.3 billion to $1.5 billion, 
the state budget would rise 
from $5.8 to $7.8 billion. 
The current shortage results 
fron the loss of two tax meas­ 


ures and from greater spending 
than was anticipated. Public aid 
accounts for the greatest share 
of the deficit, with authorities 
expected to seek a $110 million 
emergency 
appropriation 
by 
June 30 to stay out of the red. 


The problem of meeting the 
shortage and future needs will 
fall to Gov.-elect Richard Ogil- 
vie after his inauguration Jan. 
13. During his campaign, Ogil- 
vie said the state might get 
help from federal tax rebates. 
Now, 
however, 
he 
has 
said 
there is little prospect for much 


tax-sharing in 1969. 
The need for immediate reve­ 
nue has virtually ruled out new 
taxes, such as a flat rate income 
tax, because of probable legal 
challenges, according to finan­ 
cial experts. 
Maurice Scott, executive di­ 
rector of the Illinois Taxpayers 
Federation, said any court test 
would take 9 to 12 months, with 
the state prohibited from using 
any contested revenue during 
that period. 
The only way to raise the; 
n e e d e d money immediately, 


Scott said, is to increase the 
sales tax one cent and boost 
other taxes, such as the ciga­ 
rette tax and utility tax. 
“ I see no other way than to 
raise the tried and true meas­ 
ures,” he said.

A Conspiracy 
On Our Roads?

Anyone who has had the unique experience of — 
—following freight trucks that ride two-lane York 
Road from Lake Street to Irving Park Road and some­ 
times take along a stoplight when they turn the unma- 
neuverable corner toward the Milwaukee Road freight- 
yards on Green Street, Bensenville; 
—trying to make time on two-lane Illinois 83 from 
North Avenue all the way north to the spot near Algon­ 
quin Road where, if you follow all di­ 
rectional signs, you and all the pleas- 
ure-cruisers and hotrodders are head­ 
ing south again; 
—maneuvering 
past 
bumper-to- 
bumper fleets of cement mixers on 
two-lane Illinois 53 from North Avenue 
to Golf Road, only to find a state pa­ 
trolman behind the bushes ahead with 
a book of traffic tickets in his hand; 
—bumbling around, over and into 
potholes on two-lane Medinah Road south of Lake Street 
and two-lane Medinah-Meacham Road north of Irving 
Park Road; 
—OR WATCHING nervously for sudden kids in the 
stop-start. start-stop school speed zones and flooded inter­ 
sections on two-lane BIoomingdale-Roselle Road from 
Wheaton to Hoffman Estates; 
—will be happy to learn that there is, apparently, no 
organized conspiracy to prevent travelers from going 
anywhere but to and from Chicago. 
It should be reassuring that DuPage and Cook coun­ 
ties and the state and federl governments are moving 
into 1969 still worrying about north-south highways in the 
Chicago metropolitan area. 
But. don’t hold your breath. 
Recent announcements of road improvement plans 
are merely confirmations of 1965, 1966. 1967 and 1968 
announcements of road improvement plans. 
IN 1969, ’79. ’89 or ’99 — 
—York Road probably will be widened to four lanes 
from Elmhurst through Bensenville, in keeping with Du­ 
Page County's four-lane improvement to York Road 
north of Irving Park Road and Cook County’s four-lane 
improvement north of Devon; 
—Illinois 83 will become a limited-access freeway; 
—Illinois 53 will become a very, very limited access 
freeway; 
—MEDINAH ROAD — well, a stoplight was installed 
last year at Irving Park Road, and a stoplight probably 
will be installed in 1969 at Lake Street to make it less 
hazardous to get from the potholes to the super-smooth 
section that runs past the full length of Medinah Country 
Club from Lake Street to Irving Park Road (no implica­ 
tion of “clout” is intended); 
—and BIoomingdale-Roselle Road is slated for widen­ 
ing. In 1968. Cook County widened the road from 18 to 22 
feet for two miles north of Roselle, and resurfaced to 
eliminate potholes. DuPage tore down a precipitous two- 
lane bridge south of Bloomingdale and replaced it with a 
sweeping four-lane structure. 
MOTORISTS CAN see the sweeping, graceful slope 
of the bridge from afar, and can gun toward it — at 40 
miles an hour — with all the daring of a jet test pilot 
trying a 90-degree takeoff. Too soon comes the crashing 
realization that the generous four-lane bridge suddenly 
constricts to a narrow7 two-lane deathtrap, with no space 
or time to maneuver back from the outside lane. 
As for the great Interstate 90. which at least would 
take motorists in a southeast-northw7est direction, there 
still is space devoted to it in the 1969 highway improve­ 
ment manual issued by the Illinois Division of Highways. 
The same stretch of road from Elmhurst through 
Itasca was in the highway improvement books of 1968, 
1967 and 1966. and dotted lines showing the proposed 
route can be found on Illinois maps dating back to the 
very early 1960’s. 
THOUGH NO ORGANIZED conspiracy has been de­ 
tected. it is somewhat disheartening to note that Gov.- 
elect Richard Ogilvie has decided on a Downstate man 
to take over the Illinois Division of Highways, now that 
former director Francis Lorenz has entered into private 
law practice. 
Lorenz, a Democrat, considered DuPage part of the 
Chicago metropolitan area, which he appeared to favor 
in recommending roadbuilding appropriations. 
Technically, DuPage is Downstate, but it can be 
doubted that a truly Downstate director will think of it 
that way. 
To add to the frustrations of north-south motorists, it 
should be noted that Ronald Dold, DuPage County super­ 
intendent of highways, is all tied up with untying the 
traffic messes at the new Yorktown shopping center and 
the site of the College of DuPage campus. 
HE CAN’T TAKE 
time for two-lane, 
potholed, 
freight-laden, deathtrap north-south highways. 
Certainly no township official has put pressure on 
the DuPage County Board to divert Dold from his spe- 
cial-interest assignments. In fact, pressure is being 
brought upon him to improve east-west Lake Street 
where more special interests — planned developments — 
are moving in. 
Good grief, you don’t suppose there IS a conspiracy?

Last year saw the ground­ 
breaking 
for 
the 
first 
per­ 
manent buildings at the $350 
m i l l i o n National Accelerator 
Laboratory (NAL) at 
Weston 
and a series of court fights by 
landowners against acquisition 
of their property by the state. 
The state has promised 6,800 
acres to be acquired from 78 
landowners. The land is to be 
turned 
over 
to 
the 
federal 
A t o m i c Energy Commission 
(AEC). 
Construction of the NAL will 
have great effect on DuPage 
County. Real estate values will 
increase and the county will be 
made internationally famous. 
OTHER RESEARCH facilities 
in the county, such as Argonne 
National Laboratory and large 
private concerns, have added to 
the county’s reputation as a sci­ 
entific community. 
NAL leaders have promised 
all secretarial and blue collar 
workers will be hired from sur­ 
rounding communities and not 
be brought in from other areas. 
O t h e r support 
industries, 
housing projects and related 


commercial enterprises will be 
built in Kane and DuPage coun­ 
ties near the site, bringing sales 
and real estate money to the 
county. 
After 
much 
waiting, 
even 
through threats of defeat by ra­ 
cial problems, DuPage County 
was finally given 
the 
word 
Weston was chosen in Decem­ 
ber, 1966. 
Racial matters concerned the 
lack of an open-housing law in 
Illinois when 
other 
potential 
sites had one. 
WESTON WAS chosen over 84 
other possible sites in 45 states. 
One matter in the preliminary 
stages of decision-making, even 
after the site was chosen, was 
whether Weston was in fact a 
village. 
The Illinois Supreme Court 
ruled in January, 1967, that it 
was a “village in fact.” 
Lower court decisions held 
the incorporation of the village 
i contained errors. 
• 
The village was slated for re- 
I moval to allow construction of 
NAL over and around the area 
previously occupied by Weston 
itself. 


For some time, Addison was 
eyed as a potential site for AEC 
offices. 
THE VILLAGE was consid­ 
ered ideal because of its central 
location 
to 
Weston, 
O’Hare 
Field, Argonne and Chicago. 
About 200 scientists, planners 
and architects would have taken 
temporary roots there, but an 
Oak Brook site was chosen. 
The late Dr. Martin Luther 
King Jr. visited a “tent-in” site 
at Weston, set up by open-hous­ 
ing advocates in June, 1967. 
He stayed long enough to lead 
a march to the village hall and 
deliver a speech. 
Civil rights leaders contended 
the AEC, in spending billions of 
dollars, was doing it on a dis­ 
criminatory basis. 
WESTON AND nearby Whea­ 
ton adopted open-housing ordi­ 
nances, one right after the oth­ 
er, following the peaceful dem­ 
onstration.

by the DuPage County Building 
and Zoning Department.

The Way We See It 
Public Is Loser 
In Postal Mess 


The U. S. Post Office is a monu­ 


mental, horrendous mess. 


Almost totally unresponsive to 


public needs, it is mired in a 
tangle of political interference, bu­ 
reaucratic inefficiency, unending 
d e f i c i t s , lagging productivity, 


archaic hiring practices and anti­ 


quated methods. 


There is general agreement of 


the need for an overhaul of the 
postal system; the question under 


debate is how to do it. 


The special Rappel Commis­ 


sion last June recommended the 
Post Office be eliminated as a 


c a b i n e t-ievel department, re­ 


moved from politics, and made a 
s e I f-supporting, 
government- 
owned corporation. 


The report generated headlines 


and discussion, but no real action. 


In fact, Postmaster General W. 
Marvin Watson has prepared a 
plan of his own which is at odds 


with the Rappel Report. He op­ 
poses removal of patronage from 
the 
system. 
In retaining these 
plentiful political plums, Watson 


would rely on mechanization of the 


system and new technology to cut 
handling time and speed mail ser­ 
vice. 


The basic problem, however, is 
political rather than technical. 


So long as Post Office oper­ 
ations are politically controlled 
and rates politically determined, 
there will be no progress in over­ 


coming ineffective management, 
outdated methods, poor morale, 


high turnover, waste and 
ex­ 
cessive operating overhead — no 
matter how much automation is 
introduced. 


Too many good postal workers 


have been lost because they were 


demoralized by a system whose 


top positions are traditionally at­ 


tained only by those with the right 
political connections. 


Congress must assume the ma­ 
jor share of the blame. 
It oversees political patronage 
in post offices throughout the coun­ 
try, 
dictates 
postal 
rates 
and 
wages, and largely decides the size 
and location of every postal in­ 
stallation. It has fostered many of 
the shoddy practices under which 
the Post Office today is forced to 
operate. 


President 
Johnson 
has 
re­ 
mained silent on the Rappel Re­ 
port and other recommendations 
for change in postal management 
and personnel. 


President-elect 
Nixon 
is 
be­ 
lieved to be sympathetic to the 
need for removing politics from 
the mail system, although as yet 
he has 
made 
no public 
com­ 
mitment. 


There is reason for optimism, 
however, in his appointment of 
Winton M. Blount, president of 
the U. S. Chamber of Commerce, 
as postmaster general. The fact 
that Blount is not a political 
hack being rewarded for party 
loyalty and fund raising is both 
novel and gratifying. 


The new postmaster general 
has his work cut out. 


No one seriously expects Con­ 
gress, Republican or Democratic, 
to readily relinquish its tight con­ 
trol or eliminate thousands of pa­ 
tronage jobs on its own initiative. 


Too many politicians benefit from 
the current chaos of the system. 


Rut as we pointed out in an edi­ 
torial Aug. 16, until Congress es­ 


tablishes the department on a busi­ 
ness-like basis, there will continue 
to be rapid deterioration in the 
quality of service, soaring deficits, 
and an endless plethora of “emer­ 
gency crises.’’ 


There will be no meaningful 
postal reform without a huge 


amount of public pressure 
to 
force rebuilding of the creaky 
mail machinery. 


By now, 
unfortunately, 
most 


Americans are too numbed by bad 
service to care.

Prospects for ’69

A trip across the state this past week 
left an impression of the need for more 
dollars on the part of governments, busi­ 
nesses and individuals as the paramount 
consideration in 1969; the struggle to ac­ 
quire them will take precedence over ev­ 
erything else. 
We’re not only proving that we are 
prim arily economic animals, but as Will 
Rogers used to say, the business of 
America is business (chasing dollars). 
What gives this traditional enterprise 
more than an ordinary significance now 
is that these dollars 
are 
getting 
scarcer, 
harder 
to 
find 
and 
h o l d . 
It 
turns 
out 
they’re worth less than 
they appear to be. An- 
o t h e r 
way 
of 
ex­ 
pressing it is to say 
they 
won't 
buy 
as 
much in term s of yes­ 
terday, but mainly be- 
h u f . n v g e l 
cause there are new demands for these 
hard-to-get dollars that were unheard of 
then. 
The style and standard of living in 
America is changing, but with the ex­ 
ception of a few the vast majority 
can’t afford to pay what it costs out of 
individual income. The reason is they 
don’t have the earning power nor can 
they acquire it. The rural areas, small 
towns and cities are far less self-sus­ 
taining than is generally believed, than 
they were in past decades. 


Medical services, education facilities, 
transportation leave a great deal to be 
desired. The professions and business 
suffer because the local economies are 
limited, incomes for the most part are 
low, many near the poverty level. 


Economic and social change going on 
since World War I have brought whole­ 
sale deterioration to the smaller rural 
communities and cities. This is because 
they have lost their old industries which 
brought substantial payrolls and some 
affluence but which have never been re­ 
placed. This coupled with the decline of 
agriculture (disappearance of the family 


farm ) has left a social scar on the rural 
community and an economic scar re­ 
flected in a proportionate decline in the 
local tax base. , 


These are the reasons why demands 
for public health and medical services, 
social security, welfare, and aid to 
education are gaining powerful support 
outside urban areas. In the coming 
years, these rural areas will speak 
with stronger voices. 


To the everlasting credit of Governor- 
elect Richard B. Ogilvie, he recognized 
what is taking place. He got a firsthand 
view of the rural situation in Illinois and 
shaped his campaign in this direction. It 
is noteworthy that he received substan­ 
tial downstate support. It can be ex­ 
pected that new constructive ideas for 
rehabilitation for these areas will have a 
place in his statewide program. 


It should be noted, too, that in these 
rural counties which are traditionally 
Republican there is a vociferous cry for 
federal matching money. They are de­ 
manding their share.

In view7 of these pressing domestic 


needs in the rural countryside as well as 
in the cities, it looks like this next Re­ 
publican Administration is going to have 
to discard some of the Coldwater ideolo­ 


gy and recognize that wrhen Americans 
can travel to the moon and back, condi­ 
tions have changed. 


Basically, this means outdated tax 
structures that are obsolete have to be 
discarded 
and 
replaced 
with 
new 
forms of revenue 
raising. 
Changes 
brought by a high-productive 
mass 
society and a technological age require 
it. 


As it looks from here, 1969 means 
more spending for health, welfare, edu­ 
cation 
and 
social 
security. 
A 
mass 
society needs such services. 


More so than ever, the average voter 
is aware of his rights and interests. He 
is becoming more articulate and ready 
to become involved. An awakening politi­ 
cal consciousness could well be the phe­ 
nomenon of 1969.

Increased 
opportunities

home rule and local responsibility 
are presented in the state highway 
division’s 
road 
reclassification 
plan. 


Highway 
division 
representa­ 


tives recently appeared before the 
Northwest Municipal Conference 
to inform its members and seek 


support for the reclassification. 


The plan outlined by the state 


makes sense. Basically, it would 


divest the state of control over nu­ 
merous secondary roads, turning 
them over to the counties and mu­ 
nicipalities. Tied into the proposal 


is a provision to increase state aid 


to local governments for highway 


use. 


Reclassification would 
permit 
the state to concentrate on the 
really major traffic routes. In the 


metropolitan area, it would control 
expressways and a basic highway 
network based on grids of about 
one square mile. 


The state would no longer be re­ 


sponsible for maintenance of rela­ 


tively minor thoroughfares. Own­ 
ership of these would pass to coun­ 
ties and municipalities who would 
become responsible for designing, 


repairing and plowing them. 


Along with the added responsi­ 


bility, local government would be 


able to set priorities for improve­ 
ment and maintenance of these 
roads. 


In addition to an increased aid 


formula, the state would give local 


governments $2,500 a year for five 


years for each mile of roadway 


turned over to it. The goals of this 
proposal merit support of area mu­ 
nicipalities.

From out of Nebraska by 
way of that state’s Centennial 
Cookbook comes today’s recipe 
for Ranchers’ Short Ribs of 
Beef. The cookbook was a gift 
of my valued friend, A. Jam es 
Ebel, now a television execu­ 
tive in Lincoln, but always a 
devoted chef and one of the 
best men with a steak on an 
outdoor fire it’s been my pleas­ 
ure to watch. 


Jim is of the old school, pre­ 
ferring a combination of wood 
and charcoal and the resultant 
delightful smoky flavor to a 
thick steak which he prefers to 
cook to what I term “charred 
rare.” Don’t order that at most 
restaurants because it will only 
invoke a look of amazement. 
But to try these ranchers’ 
ribs. They’re great. To serve 
six you’ll need four pounds of 
lean short ribs cut into serving 


pieces. I prefer to wash them, 
then wipe dry, sprinkle with 
salt and pepper and dredge 
lightly in flour. 
IN A LARGE dutch oven or 
other heavy pan brown the ribs 
on all sides in hot shortening. 
Reduce heat and allow beef to 
simmer while you prepare the 
following: 
Mix together Vz cup thinly 
sliced onion, Va cup vinegar, 
one No. 303 can of tomatoes, Va 
cup catsup, two tablespoons 
brown sugar, two tablespoons 
W orcestershire sauce, one tea­ 
spoon salt, one teaspoon dry 
mustard, one tablespoon 
pap­ 
rika, two or three drops of red 
hot sauce, Vz cup4 chopped cele­ 
ry, and Vfe cup of beef bouillon 
made from cubes and bpt wa­ 
ter. 
Pour this mixture over the 
browned ribs and cover tightly. 
Bake in a 350-degree oven 


for about I Vz hours or until 
beef ribs are very tender. Dur­ 
ing the last half hour add six 
scraped carrots cut into two 
pieces each. 


TO SERVE 
heat 
a 
metal 
platter and place ribs in cen­ 
ter, surrounding with the car­ 
rot pieces. Skim beef fat from 
juices, ladle some 
atop 
tH» 
ribs, then supply your guc&s 
with a gravy boat of a delec­ 
table sauce. Baked or oven- 
browned potatoes and a green 
salad or cole slaw will top off 
a filling dinner.

Puzzled about how to clean all those metal wedding 
gifts? Here are a few instructions on cleaning seven 
common metals. 
If your problem is one of keeping aluminum spotless, 
wash your aluminum items in we.rm-to-hot suds, scoured 
with fine steel wool if needed. Rinse with hot water, dry 
and polish with a soft cloth. 
Brass can be either lacquered or unlacquered. If lac­ 
quered, it should be washed in lukewarm suds, rinsed and 
rubbed dry. Badly tranished unlacquered brass needs hot 
suds followed by polish when dry. 
Corrosion can be removed from brass items by rubbing 
a piece of lemon that has been dipped in salt on the cor­ 
roded area. A mixture of hot vinegar and salt will also turn 
the trick. 
Sparkling chromium can be kept that way easily. All 
this metal needs is warm suds and rinses followed by a 
good polishing with a soft cloth. Spots on copper items can 
be removed with ammonia. Otherwise copper should be 
washed in warm suds. 
Pewter, the favorite of colonial-style homemakers, 
normally comes clean with warm suds. Should your pewter 
be heavily tarnished, cover it with silver polish and then 
while still wet apply suds generously. It should then be 
rinsed in hot w ater and dried thoroughly. 
Silver which is used regularly stays bright through hot 
sudsing and rinsing. Polish is needed only occasionally. 
Ornamental silver, on the other hand, must he polished 
with silver polish at regular intervals. A soft clean cloth 
should be used for buffing. 
The most common of all household metals, stainless 
steel, responds to washing in hot suds. No polishing neces­ 
sary here.
